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DETAILED ACTION 

This Office Action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed 15 
February 2006. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 11 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Venugopalan (U.S. Publication 2004/0182914). 

In re claim 11, Venugopalan discloses a light emitting diode (Fig. 1) that contains 
the steps (a) sequentially forming an n-type semiconductor layer (24), an active layer 
(26) and a p-type semiconductor layer (28) on a substrate (20) and (b) forming a p-type 
electrode on the p-type semiconductor layer, said p-type electrode being in electrical 
contact with the p-type semiconductor layer, wherein step (b) includes sequentially 
forming a first metallic layer (42) on the p-type semiconductor layer and a second 
metallic layer (44) on the first metallic layer, said first metallic layer making an ohmic 
contact with the p-type semiconductor layer and thermally processing the first and 
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second metallic layers in a nonoxygen atmosphere at a temperature between 80 C and 
260 C inclusive (Page 3, Paragraph 26) and stabilizing the first and second metallic 
layers, wherein the first metallic layer comprises palladium and the second metallic 
layer comprises silver and is adapted to reflect light. 

In re claim 19, the n-type semiconductor layer, active layer and p-type 
semiconductor layer are GaN based lll-IV nitride compounds. (Page 2, Paragraph -17) 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 

Venugopalan as applied to claim 1 1 above, and further in view of Uemura (U.S. Patent 

6,794,690). 

In re claim 20, Venugopalan discloses all the limitations except for the active 
layer to be an n-type ln x Al y Gai. x -yN (0<x<1,0<y<1, and x + y <1 ) material layer. 
Whereas Uemura discloses the active layer to be an n-type material layer of lni_ x . 
y Al x Ga x N (0 < x < 1 , 

0 <y < 1, and x + y <1) (Column 3, lines 20-30). The Uemura reference discloses" 
different examples of ratios that can be used to form the active layers. It would have 
been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to for 
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the active layer of ln x AlyGai. x .yN (0 £ x <1 , 0 £ y £ 1 , and x + y £1 ), since it has been 
held that where the general conditions of a claim are disclosed in the prior art, 
discovering the optimum or workable ranges involves only routine skill in the art. In re 
Aller, 105 USPQ 233(1955)
